THE FLORIDA STATE HOSPITAL 
The three score years which have passed since the establishment of the 
Florida State Hospital have seen its transformation from an "asylum" 
where the mentally ill were merely locked up for the protection of society 
10 a hospital applying modern therapeutic methods for the restoration of 
mental health. It has been necessary to expand the physical plant and 
equipment because of the rapid increase in patient population. During 
the past two years new buildings have been completed, as follows : 

2 Double garages female building No. 12 

2 New Horticultural buildings Office building at dairy 

1 Green house One-atory addition to fire department 

1 One-story serving room, addition white Addition to cold storage unit at dairy 
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The need for additional housing should not eclipse the necessity of 
enlarging the truly therapeutic functions of the hospital. THE PATIENT 
POPULATION CAN BE REDUCED BY RECEIVING AND TREAT- 
ING PATIENTS IN THE EARLY STAGE OF MENTAL ILLNESS, 
RESTORING THEM TO SOCIETY, THUS RELIEVING THE STATE 
OF THE BURDEN OF THEIR MAINTENANCE. 

THE SCOPE OF THE INSTITUTION 

The Florida State Hospital operates as an agency which undertakes 
the treatment of the mentally ill, their restoration to health and return 
to society. Its function is primarily scientific and it is first of all a hos- 
pital. But with a population of 5,203 patients, 164 prisoners, and 793 em- 
ployees with their dependents, living and working in some 288 buildings on 
a reservation of more than 10,278 acres ,the hospital has the scope of a 
community demanding practically all the activities and services of a fair- 
sized municipality. Because of its relative isolation, the instituiton must 
he self-sustaining in many respects, hence the operation of numerous pro- 
ductive enterprises and the stocking of large quantities of supplies.

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MOVEMENT OP POPULATION 

In reporting on the Movement of Population covering the biennial 
period July 1, 1942 through June 30, 1944, I am very pleased to call your 
attention to the very small increase in patient population. We are ending 
the period with 5,203 patients, which is a total gain of 53 patients over 
this period, against an increase of 537 patients in the previous biennial 
period, ending June 30, 1942. During the present biennium we have 
hospitalized a total of 7,601 patients. See Tables Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4. 

This small increase has been one of our greatest advantages during 
these tryiug times. It seems useless to poiut out the many hardships and 
handicaps we have labored uuder as a result of war conditions, namely 
personnel shortage and over crowded conditions. One good example is 
the medical staff. We have operated with an average of eight physicians 
during this period. This makes it impossible to operate as efficiently as 
desired. 

The number of patients received for the first time in this period 
totals 1,833. In these first admissions the number as to psychosis has 
varied very little, except in a few instances. The admission of senile 
and arteriosclerotic cases continues alarmingly heavy. We admitted 422 
such cases. These cases carry an unfavorable prognosis, and require more 
nursing care and general medical attention. They definitely increase the 
population and death rate. The admissions of syphilitic origin have re- 
mained consistent. We admitted 304 eases during this period. Manic- 
depressive psychoses have shown a slight increase, while cases of dementia 
praecox have shown a slight decrease. Other type psychoses have shown 
very little, if any, change. For the number of admissions in this period, 
as compared with previous report, see Table No. 5. 

DEATH KATE 

Our last biennial report revealed the lowest death rate in the his- 
tory of the institution, but at the close of this biennium there has been 
a definite increase. From July 1, 1942 to June 30. 1943 our death rate 
was 59,7 per 1,000 patients under treatment, an increase of 9.6. From 
July 1, 1943 to June 30, 1944 a death rate of 70.1 was recorded, an 
increase of 10,4 over the previous year. There are several reasons 
why we might expect an increase: First, due to the large number of 
senile and arteriosclerotic cases admitted in the previous biennial period, 
and a continued high admission rate in this type case during the period 
under report. Second, badly over crowded conditions. Third, shortage 
of physicians, nurses and attendants. It is not unusual for some of 
these eases to be sent to the institution in such condition that they pass 
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away a few hours or days after admission. Our medical section of the 
hospital, as well as the entire institution, has been badly over-taxed during 
the last few years with senile and arteriosclerotic eases. 

Even with the badly over-taxed medical staff, there has been little 
change in the routine procedure. All admissioins receive the same thorough 
work-up and careful study as in the past, but iu many instances we have 
been forced to decrease the number of patients under special treatment at 
one time. Especially is this (rue with shock therapy. We have been un- 
able to continue our diagnostic staff conferences, but have continued the 
weekly staff meetings for the discharge of patients and the monthly staff 
conferences where all our problems are discussed and cases of the month 
reviewed. We are very appreciative of the fact that we still enjoy the 
association of the Division of Malaria Research of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, which work is directed by Doctor Mark F. Boyd, head of the 
Division, and his aide assistant, Doctor S. F. Kitchen, 

GENERAL MEDICAL AND SURGICAL DIVISION 
This division is what is commonly referred to as the General Hospital 
of the Institution. In this section all medical and surgical conditions are 
cared for, and various forms of specialized treatments are carried out. 
During this biennial period we have completed new receiving wards for 
the white male and white female patients, these being located in the General 
Infirmary. We have also completed a temporary tuberculous hospital 
consisting of 32 beds for the cases of tuberculosis in the colored depart- 
ments. There has been no additional bed space made available for the 
medical and surgical seetion, therefore, this section is badly handicapped 
by the over crowded conditions. As soon as war conditions permit, 250 to 
300 beds should be added to this section. The physical set-up, as far as 
equipment is concerned, is very satisfactory. 

During this biennium, I am glad to report, we have had no severe 
epidemics of infectious or contagious diseases. We continue to employ 
the practice of essential vaccinations and inoculations of all patients and 
employees. May I point out that we are very fortunate in not having any 
severe epidemics in view of the overcrowded conditions. We are especially 
in need of more isolation facilities to take care of the infectious and con- 
tagious diseases. We continue to have a number of eases of amoebic 
dysentery among the patients, and we are using extreme precaution in 
dealing with this condition. There has been a slight increase in the 
number of patients admitted to the tuberculous hospital during this 
biennial period. 

One member of the medical staff is assigned to the personnel of the 
institution, and all employees receive a thorough examination before they 
begin work. 
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All food handlers are examined at regular intervals, our water and 
milk supply are tested in our laboratory -weekly. All milk from the dairy 
is pasteurized, and our herd is tested by State Health Officers, and cer- 
tified disease free. 

PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY 
E. H. Ruedigek, M. D. 

The Pathological Laboratory is under direction of a full time Path- 
ologist who is assisted by four technicians. This laboratory is equipped 
to do all necessary tests and examinations, and each surgical specimen is 
microscopically examined. See Table No. 9. 

During this bennial period a Blood Bank was installed in the Depart- 
ment of Pathology, financed by the Federal and State Governments, joined 
by citizens of certain participating counties of the Third Congressional 
District, As yet there has been no provision made to finance the operation 
of the Blood Bank. 

Bleeding was begun in Chattahoochee on January 26, 1044. Other 
bleeding stations are at Pensacola, Panama City, Marianna, Quincy. and 
Tallahassee. The bleeding crew bleeds donors at the various stations, re- 
turns with the citrated blood to the Blood Bank at the Florida State 
Hospital where it is processed into plasma. Although we are short of 
help, 427 donors were Med during the lust 9V-> months. We try to bleed 
each donor 500 c e but do not always sneered. The bleedings to date 
yielded 476 units of plasma. Most plasma is returned to the various 
bleeding stations where it is kept at room temperature until used. Pensa- 
cola has a freezing cabinet ; they keep their plasma frozen until shortly 
before use, when it is thawed in a water bath at about 37 degrees C and 
kept at room temperature (70 to 80 degrees F) until needed. Any plasma 
that accumulates at the Florida State Hospital is frozen. When called for 
it is thawed and distributed in liquid form. 

RADIOLOGY AND PHYSIOTHERAPY 

Edith E. Norm an, M. D. 

The Departments of Radiology and Physiotherapy are in charge of a 
full time Radiologist and two technicians. 

The Radiological department is equipped throughout with the latest 
models of General Electric equipment. 

The diagnostic X-ray and fluoroscopic unit is the 100 K V shock proof 
model. The deep therapy unit, which is used in the treatment of tumors 
and malignancies, both superficial and deep, is the latest shock proof 200 
K V General Electric Maximar Model. 
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The department has 100 milligrams of radium for the treatment of 
the more severe tumors and malignancies. The departments of deep 
therapy and radium are housed in lead lined rooms, affording protection 
to patients, operator, and other personnel in the building. 
The Physiotherapy Department. 

The physiotherapy department is equipped with the Radio Wave In- 
ductotherm for inductothermy or deep heat treatments. 

Ultra Violet sun baths and Infra Red Ray treatments are given, as well 
as ultra violet therapy for skin lesions. 

Some minor surgical diathermy is also done in the department.

DENTAL DEPARTMENT 
A. F. Douglas, D. D. S., Chief Dentist 

The biennial period of 1942-1944 has shown a further decline in the 
dental personnel of this department with a consequent reduction of our 
service. The absorption of all available dentists as well as those in process 
of being educated for the profession, into the armed forces of the United 
States, has of course been acutely reflected in our inability to maintain or 
procure staff for this clinic, with the result that at the time of this report 
our service of necessity consists largely of the treatment of emergency 
conditions, relief of pain, repair of prosthetic appliances and general pro- 
phylactic and preventive measures, and it is distressing to note the steady 
regression of the patients from the state of comparatively universal oral 
health and efficiency that we had been able to establish for them with our 
former relatively adequate staff and service. 

Every means at our command has been employed to maintain at least 
a skeleton staff during this period of war emergency, and it is hoped that 
conditions will permit the rebuilding of the staff and service of this de- 
partment in the not too distant future. This result would be influenced and 
facilitated, as personnel becomes available, by the establishment of such 
increased salary provision for the posts of Assistant Dentist and Intern as 
would serve to remove the handicap in this connection that we have always 
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labored under, and which is particularly pertinent now when opportunities 
for remunerative private dental practice are so numerous. 

Due to the fact that some years will be required to re-establish the 
standard of oral health and efficiency indicated for these confined and ill 
patients and formerly attained for them, it is recommended that the number 
of now authorized posts of Assistant Dentist be increased by at least one, 
in order to provide means for the more rapid rehabilitation of our charges 
in this regard when and as staff becomes available.

SURGERY 

During the past two years the surgical department has functioned very 
actively. Due to decreased personnel it was necessaray to omit a great deal 
of elective surgery that might have been done. Major surgical procedures 
were limited to emergency operations and elective operations which were 
felt would have a very definite beneficial effect on the patient's health. 

A total of 153 major operations were performed during the past two 
years, including 24 hernias, 4 thyroidectomies, 12 exploratory laparoto- 
mies for foreign bodies and for intestinal obstructions, 43 appendectomies, 
4 cholecystectomies, 4 breast amputations, 38 major gynecological opera- 
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tions consisting mainly of hysterectomies. 12 major urological operations, 
1 caesarian section, 1 lung abscess, and 10 orthopedic operations. 

A total of 342 minor operations were performed, including tonsil- 
lectomies, biopsies, enucleations of tumors and cysts, etc. 

A total of 96 transfusions were given in the institution. 

In the Emergency Room a total of 388 lacerations were sutured, and 
153 fractures were treated. 

In the obstetrical service 37 babies were delivered during this period. 

In our series of major operations, our mortality was 5 deaths, and our 
operative mortality rate was 3.2%. The deaths in this group followed 
operations for 2 ruptured gall bladders with peritonitis ; 1 case of multiple 
ahseesses of lung; 1 case of carcinoma of kidney with intestinal obstruc- 
tion ; and 1 herniorrhaphy followed by pulmonary infarction 12 hours post 
operatively. 

We have been very fortunate in having Doctor J. C. Davis of Quincy 
as our urologist, surgical consultant and advisor. He has given freely of 
his time and energies here at the hospital, and his services have been 
warmly accepted. Unfortunately due to extreme heaviness of duties in 
practice, Doctor J. G-. Lyerly of Jacksonville, who was the consultant in 
neurosurgery, has been unable to continue his visits at the institution, and 
his absence is felt keenly at this time. 

After the end of the war we hope to expand our surgical department 
to be able to handle a greater number of patients and take care of all surgi- 
cal disorders that present themselves. 

ELECTRO SHOCK THERAPY 

During the last two years electro shock has been the only form of shock 
therapy used at the Florida State Hospital. There are two reasons for this 
exclusive use of this type of therapy : First, the patient 's reaction is quicker, 
and apparently more pronounced and effective than with other forms of 
shock therapy. Second, this type of therapy can be carried out with a 
smaller personnel than can insulin and metrazol therapy, and to this 
critical personnel shortage this form of therapy is best adapted. 

A total of 139 cases were treated during the bienuium, 82 of whom were 
white females, and 57 white males. No colored patieuts were included in 
this series. Cases of early mental disease were chosen where possible. Late 
and deteriorated cases were avoided, feeling it best to devote our limited 
facilities to the most hopeful cases. 

It was noted on our review of cases that dementia praecox responded 
less favorably than any other type of case treated. The manic depressive 
types of psychosis showed a much more favorable response, and it was 
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much easier to show improvement in a short period of time with this type 
of mental disorder than with any other psychosis. Twenty-eight per cent 
of the manic depressive group showed a remission as against 3% of the 
dementia praecox grouping. A total of 80% of the manic group showed 
complete or marked improvement as against 54% of the praecox grouping. 

Reference to the accompanying chart will give a more accurate idea 
as to results obtained at this institution with electro shock therapy. We 
hope to expand this department of therapy as rapidly as our facilities will 
permit.

SCHOOL OF NURSING EDUCATION 



Etelka W. Young, B. S., R. N., Director 

During the past two years the student enrollment in the basic School 
of Nursing Education has noticeably decreased, due to the various attrac- 
tions of high paying war jobs, and to the wide publicity given to the Cadet 
Nurse Corps. However, the Affiliate School for Psychiatric Nursing, whieh 
had been suspended for over a year, received a new impetus, and contracts 
were signed, and affiliation agreements were made, effective March 1, 
1944, with the following hospitals in Florida : 

Mon mi Park Hospital, St. Petersburg 
Pensaeola Hospital, Pensueola 
Good Samaritan Hospital, West Pulm Beach 
St. Lake's Hospital, Jacksonville 

The contract with St. Luke's provides for student exchange beginning 
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September 1, 1944; this agreement will reduce the number of students 
which we must send off for affiliation without replacement. 

The school continues to meet the requirements of the Florida State 
Board of Examiners of Nurses, and effective January 1, 1944, also the 
requirements of the American Bed Cross Nursing Serviee, by extending 
the period of affiliation for our own students to nine months. This will 
also enable our graduates to register and obtain their R N in the states 
where heretofore they have been unable to do so without taking additional 
training in a general hospital. The affiliate school has been approved for 
psychiatric affiliation for Cadet Nurses, who come to us for this important 
training under our own rules and regulations. 

Upon the resignation of Miss Elsie Moog the present Director was 
appointed on July 1, 1943. She had previously served here as Instructor 
of the various sciences for approximately two years. Mrs, Leila MeMullian, 
Nursing Arts Instructor, left the school on May 3, 1944; Miss Mary Ann 
Dean has been employed to fill this vacancy, and she will take office on 
July 1, 3944.

Classes are held throughout the year, and while the majority of instruc- 
tion is earried by the director and her assistant, fifteen members of the 
staff in the various departments took valuable part in this work, and to 
them we are very grateful. We are counting on their continued coopera- 
tion. 



DRUG DEPARTMENT 

Chester M. Mayiiall 

Our drug dispensary is now located in the semi-basement of the Fol- 
mar Building and a registered pharmacist is in charge. It is new and of 
modern design, consisting of three compartments— a dispensing room, a 
room for heavy pharmaceuticals, and a store room. We have one refriger- 
ator for biologieals, with twelve feet of storage space ,and a new cold 
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storage room for ampules and other deteriorable drugs, having a capacity 

of 385 cubic feet. This assures us a standardized potency on all items. 

Drugs are dispensed daily to wards and patients on doctors' prescrip- 
tions. We carry a complete line of pharmaceuticals of recognized manu- 
facture. 

We now have one of the most modern drug rooms to be found in any 
hospital of this type. 

MALARIATHERAPY SERVICE 

Mark P. Boyd, M. D. 

During the past biennium malaria infections have continued to be 
utilized therapeutically as prescribed for patients with neurosyphilis. 
The objectives and methods employed on this service have undergone no 
important modification. It still appears desirable to secure for the patient 
a minimum of 20 paroxysms during which the temperature attains a peak 
of at least 104°P. Where the first induced attack fails in this respect 
a second inoculation is usually made to correct the deficiency, most fre- 
quently with quartan parasites. Inoculation by means of infected mos- 
quitoes remains the method of choice and is carried out when practicable. 
Over three quarters of the vivas infections are so induced. Quartan in- 
fections, on the other hand, are of necessity transferred through the med- 
ium of infected blood, usually injected intravenously. Daily observations 
on the parasite density, the patients' condition, and conservative criteria 
continue to serve as guides in the management of these infections.

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DIETARY DEPARTMENT 

J. C. Gissendaner, Chief Steward 

Mary Catherine Smith, Chief Dietitian 

General Kitchen: 

During the past two years we have had difficulty in obtaining certain 
items of food, table and kitchen ware and other equipment necessary for 
the operation of the food unit in quantity. 

It has been necessary in a number of instances to make substitutions, 
resulting at times in an increase in our cost of operation. The eost of 
foods has increased more in this biennium than in any period in recent 
years. Despite this handicap we continue to serve a balanced menu at 
a reasonable price per patient. 

We have been fortunate in having our own farm and dairy supply 
us with large quantities of milk and vegetables, and the Surplus Com- 
modity Corporation of the Federal Government donate large quantities 
of milk, eggs, fruits, and vegetables. 

Our normal difficulties in serving an average of 21,125 meals per day 
have been greatly increased with the shortage of efficient help. Our need 
for the replacement of worn equipment and the need for additional dining 
room space has become more pressing each month. 

We end the biennium with a feeling of pride in having had a part 
in the institution's carrying on under trying war conditions, and look 
forward to an early return to normalcy, when we can make greater pro- 
gress in the rehabilitation of those mentally ill, emphasizing the thera- 
peutic value of food. 

Diet Kitchen : 

The Diet Kitchen prepares and serves food for 13 floors of the Medi- 
cal Center and for the medical personnel dining room. The central type 
of food service is used and the food is transported to the halls in electrically 
heated food carts, where it is served hot to the patients from ward serving 
rooms. 

Special diets are prepared by the student nurses, under the direction 
of the dietitian. These are served on trays from an electrically heated 
cart with hot and cold compartments. We average 40- : 5O special diets per 
meal. The dietitian is also instructor in Dietetics and Diet Therapy in 
the School of Nursing Education. 

The Diet Kitchen serves the medical staff personnel from the diet 
dining room, averaging some two hundred and forty meals per day to

this group, of which 12 - 15 are special diets on doctors' orders. The 
diet kitchen serves an approximate average of 450,000 meals per annum. 

The general and diet kitchens, constituting the Dietary Department, 
serve an average of 7,020,000 meals per year, or an average total for the 
two year period under report of 14,040,000 meals. And be it remember- 
ed we suffer under the same restrictions, shortages, and point rationing 
endured by the American housewife. 

OCCUPATIONAL THERAPY DEPARTMENT 
Della Jackson, Acting Supervisor 

This department is maintained as an aid and adjunct to the medical 
treatment in restoring the mental patient to normal life. Shortage of per- 
sonnel has reduced the number of patients we have been able to accomo- 
date in occupational therapy during the past two years. Of the approxi- 
mate 100 patients in this seetion during the biennium some 25 have made 
sufficient recovery to return home, while others have transferred to other 
work in the institution. 

The occupational therapy and "art room" have been combined during 
the period under report, and the result is that we are able to carry on the 
work heretofore done in both places with our curtailed personnel to the 
advantage of the patients formerly working in each separate section. 

The combined units now handle such crafts as: basketry, leather 
tooling, loom weaving, hooked rugs ,shag rugs, embroidery of all types, 
crocheting, tatting, bead work, quilt making, pillow cases, handkerchiefs, 
wood carving, braid weaving and knitting. 

The work produced in this department is of a very high quality and 
commands a ready sale at good prices. In fact under war conditions we 
have not been able to keep up with the demand for the items here com- 
pleted. 

The following production record will give some idea of the material 
side of this department:

The print shop has been closed during part of the biennium because 
of inability to employ a supervising printer.

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CHURCH AND RELIGIOUS SERVICES 

Rev. Bill Bottoms, Chaplain* 

Rev. C. B. Clayton, Chaplain 

Every effort is made to afford the advantages of religion to those 
patients who may he able to appreciate such service. 

The hospital has been fortunate in securing the services of one of 
the local ministers on a part time basis to aet as Chaplain of the Hospital. 
The Chaplain makes daily visits to the hospital where he is given the 
names of those who would like to eonfer with him. He visits those who 
are critically ill and offers the comforts of religion. 

Chapel Service is held every Sunday and Thursday for patients and 
employees. A vested choir composed of patients takes part and leads the 
singing, frequently rendering special numbers to the delight and pleasure 
of the congregation. These services are broadcast to the wards for those 
who arc unable to attend the services in person. 

Catholic, protectant and Jewish clergymen visit the members of their 
respective churches and hold services at regular intervals for members 
of their Faith. 

The chaplain conducts funeral services for deceased patients and 
writes to members of the deceased patient's families who are unable to 
come to the hospital for such services.

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"We believe that recreation, properly supervised and directed, has a 
part to play in the rehabilitation of the mental patient. It helps him to 
make the necessary adjustment for return to outside society. 

LIBRARY 
Mas. A. C. Jones, Librarian 

Our library, known as the "Eastern Star Library" because it came 
into being largely through the sponsorship of the Grand Chapter of Flor- 
ida, and more particularly because of the efforts of Mrs, Ross G. Harris, 
Past Worthy Grand Matron, ably backed by the Business and Professional 
Women's Clubs of the state, continues to flourish and afford pleasure and 
profit to our patients and employees. 

As we close the biennium there are 6,276 books and practically all 
current magazines in the library. 

During the past two years sixteen patients have been taught book- 
binding, cataloging, and library work; of this number thirteen have made 
sufficient improvement to return home, while only three of the thirteen 
have had to return for further treatment. 

Our average circulation for this period has been 34,918 boohs. 

Five hundred and seventeen books were repaired during the biennial 
period. 

Thirty-six thousand eight hundred and twenty-eight magazines were 
donated to the library during the past two years, while we received by 
subscription 2,605. 

A tour through all hospital wards with a book cart once a week pro- 
vides reading material for those ill. 

A catalog of the books is provided for all patients who care to read 
and are unable to go to the library. The patient selects the book he desires, 
makes request to the librarian, and she delivers the book. 

Magazines are distributed in hospital and general wards daily. 

THE PRODUCTIVE DEPARTMENTS 

Construction 

Ciias. V. I meson, Supervisor 

The Construction Department of the Florida State Hospital is main- 
tained for the purpose of doing heavy and light construction of buildings, 
maintenance, upkeep, and repair of existing structures, both institutional 
and residences. A well equipped carpenter and cabinet shop provides fa- 
cilitics for the manufacture of all types of doors, door frames, sash and 
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window frames, used on hospital construction and repair jobs; cabinets 
for hospital and residences ; and furniture consisting of desks, tables and 
chairs of plain and upholstered types, as well as caskets for the deceased 
indigent patients. 

From July 1, 1942 to June 30, 1944 this department completed the 
following repairs to buildings : 

Major repair and interior remodeling of building No. 247, tubercu- 
losis Hospital for colored patients. 

Major repair and remodeling of porches to building No, 50, white male 
wards ; converting two porches to sleeping wards. 

Major repair and remodeling, general repairs to interior, and installa- 
tion of elevator in building No. 8, old infirmary. 

New interior and general repairs to dwelling No. 172, chief engineer's 
residence. 

New interior and general repairs to dwelliug No. 226, physician's 
residence. 

Installed new roof on old power house building. 

General repair and remodeling of interior of west wing of building 
No. 235, General Infirmary. 

This department also completed the following new buildings and addi- 
tions to old ones: 

Two garages, 2-stall, for employees. 

New Horticulture building, 40' x 90', frame, metal siding. 

New office building at dairy. 

New one-story addition to fire station. 

New one-story (serving room) addition to No. 12, white female ward 
building. 

New Addition (cold storage unit) to Florida Dairy. 

The sawmill is operated by this department and has produced all the 
lumber used In the construction of buildings, furniture of various descrip- 
tions, and caskets. For the period from July 1, 1942 to June 30, 1944 the 
mill produced, from timber grown on state hospital lands, 455,713 board 
feet of pine and hardwood lumber. A planer mill is operated in connection 
with the plant for dressing the lumber produced. No lumber has, been 
purchased by the hospital from outside concerns since February, 1940, 

The department, in addition to its other works, bandies the insurance 
records of all buildings and equipment, makes all land surveys and main- 
tains records of surveys. The department does its own blueprinting. No 
blueprinting service has been bought during this period. 

Due to war conditions the department is confined largely to mainten- 
ance, repair and painting. 
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This department maintains roadways, walks, drainage, and terracing 
of hospital grounds. 

A crew of from four to six men has been regularly employed doing 
the necessary painting of the many buildings throughout the hospital 
premises. 

Another crew of three men has been engaged during this period mak- 
ing repairs, looking after wire screens, broken glass, locks, doors, and other 
odd jobs that constantly require attention to maintain the buildings of the 
hospital. 

The broom and mop factory manufactures the brooms and mops used 
in the institution. During the period 6-138 brooms and 4,661 mops have 
been produced, for use by the institution exclusively. In addition the 
department developed a machine for the making of broom and mop hand- 
les. Heretofore these handles were purchased, but owing to a scarcity of 
wood products noue of these commodities have been on the market for 
more than sis months. We are also experimenting with the growing of 
broom corn. About one and one -half acres are planted to this product 
and it is nearly ready for harvesting, 

A shoe repair shop is operated in connection with the construction 
department for repair of patients' shoes. This unit has been handicapped 
during recent months due to a shortage of shoe findings. 

ENGINEERING 
Geo. M. Cbichton', Chief Engineer 

This department suffered the loss of Chief Engineer Major J, L. 
Davis during the last year; note tribute elsewhere in this report. 

Major Davis had been here many years, during which time our power 
plant has grown from a small reciprocating engine plant to a modern turbo- 
generating plant, and bis loss has been keenly felt. 

This department includes steam and electric plant, water works and 
filteration plant, refigerating plants, air conditioning, plumbing depart- 
ment, foundry, machine shop, welding shop, electric shop, garage, telephone 
and radio systems, and fire sprinkler systems. 

Steam and electricity are furnished for cooking, heating, sterilizing, 
laundry, lighting, and driving various motors throughout the institution. 

During the past 2 years our power production was 8,669,100 KWH 
at an average cost of $0.00965 per KWH. 

Our water output has averaged approximately 1,500,000 gallons per 
day. 

Our ice plant has manufactured 4,924 tons of ice and maintained re- 
frigeration on cold storage rooms when necessary. 
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Our garage has kept in operation a fleet of some 57 ears, trucks, trac- 
tors, and busses, and furnished safe and economical transportation for 
patients coming to the hospital from different parts of the state. 

A 5 ton refrigerating plant has been installed at the dairy for milk 
cooling. 

The new Auditorium has been wired, moving picture projectors in- 
stalled, and wash rooms and toilets installs 1, 

A new bath room has been built at the white male department, and 
showers, toilets, and wash basins have been installed. 

A blood bank has been installed at the laboratory, with necessary 
water still, including steam and water connections. 

The plumbing and electrical departments June maintained all piping 
and electric fixtures, and telephone system at the hospital. 

The bed repair department lias kept all beds in repair, which is no 
small item in an institution of tliis size and character, 

The foundry and machine shop have east and finished 26,125 pounds 
of brass, iron, and aluminum, and have with the welding shop kept all 
mechanical etpiipment in condition. 

We have lost a number of valued and experienced employees to the 
armed forces. Add to this loss the fact that material and parts are next 
to impossible to obtain because of the defense program, and it can be real- 
ized that it is no small matter to keep all wheels turning in an institution 
as large as the State Hospital. 

THE FARM 
J. M. Griffin, Supervisor 

During the two year period covered by this report the farm has bad 
the- best record in the history of the institution. Due to many improve- 
ments instituted during the preceding biennium, pins efficient manage- 
ment and economical administration, the total receipts have been 
$398,366.72, or a net increase of $142,576.31 more than for the last bien- 
nial period, which in turn was the best record iu the history of the farm.

HORTICULTURAL DEPARTMENT 
Jules Terhell, Supervisor 

Owing to laek of experienced help the flower production of this de- 
partment has been reduced to 50,000 cut flowers per year. 

Landscape planting has been omitted due to war conditions, with the 
exception of plants given to the institution by citizens of the town of 
Chattahoochee. 

We have been able for the past two years to keep our pan";, power and 
hand mowers going, despite the scarcity of parts, and have built, with the 
help of the Engineering Department, a tractor for our gang mowers out 
of an old truck, replacing the one worn out. Inexperienced drivers cause 
a lot of trouble and breakdowns. 

With the expansion of our lawns around the institution (over two 
hundred acres), new mowing equipment will be a highly essential item 
after the war. 
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Grading and ditching take up most of the winter season. A large 
plot of mosquito swamp, north of the Receiving Hospital, has been drained 
and graded, requiring an open ditch and five blind ditches. This plot is 
completely grassed over and is being mowed regularly. In addition to 
this we have graded and planted to grass the front of the new recreation 
hall, recently completed. Washouts occur monthly during the rainy season 
on account of the hilly contour of the land, and are repaired as soon as 
possible. 

Shrubs and hedges are pruned regularly three of four times a year, 
and tree trimming takes place in the winter. Recently a patient who is a 
tree surgeon repaired a few valuable trees, filling the cavaties with cement. 

About a mile of old thorny and useless citrus trifoliate has been re- 
turned from the premises. 

Around Christmas time, as is our custom, approximately 100 Christ- 
mas wreaths are made for the patient departments. 

In January 1944 a new building (40' x 90') was erected for the Horti- 
culture Department on a plot to be brought under control in the next few 
years, our old location back of the Superintendent's residence being too 
small for our expanding department. The new location is centrally located 
for our new grading and beaut if icat ion projects, with plenty of room to 
store and repair equipment. The labor for the building was supplied by 
our own Department, using only one experienced carpenter from the Con- 
st ruction Department. 

The department handled during the biennium the following production 
from our groves and vineyards :

The pear product inn heretofore handled by this department was trans- 
ferred to the farm department and appears in that report. 



F1KE DEPARTMENT 
F. C. Ppaendeb, Chief 

A modern fire department is maintained, which consists of three 
pieces of motorized apparatus, in addition to the Chief's car. Since the 
last report a modern fire alarm system has been purchased and partially 
installed, and when completed will be as modern as that of any regularly 
organized fire department, and will speed up the efficiency in responding 
to alarms. 
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The personnel consists of seven full time men — a Chief, Assistant 
Chief, and five engineers, three engineers and one officer are on duty 24 
hours per day. There is a crew of volunteers ranging from fifteen to 
twenty. These volunteers are subject to call at any time. We maintain 
eighteen beds and sleep as many of the volunteers as are available, but 
due to war conditions we have been unable to maintain a full crew. 

The department has answered 107 calls during the period of this re- 
port. Thirty-six of these were woods fires; forty-five small fires from pa- 
tients smoking in bed; twenty-two to buildings; and four calls from the 
city department for help in handling fires which they did not have suffi- 
cient equipment to handle. 

Due to inspections and classes held for employees on fire pervention 
we have not had any serious fires. 

There are 378 extinguishers of various types in the hospital, main- 
tained by the fire department and recharged annually, A report is kept 
of each extinguisher as to its date of recharge and location, its serial num- 
ber and trade name. 

In the different buildings we have 4,450 feet of 2 inch hose connected 
to standpipes, and 3,150 feet of 1 inch hose on standpipes which is ready 
for use in case of emergency. This is also maintained by the fire depart- 
ment. We have 3,500 feet of 2 '/a inch hose available for fire service. 

All buildings housing patients, and all others than those which are 
fire resistant, are equipped with sprinkler systems, which are inspected 
daily for any defects. 



SANITARY DEPARTMENT 

Norman S. James, Supervisor 

We have endeavored to carry on for the past two years despite the fact 
our labor situation has been rather acute from time to time. It is very es- 
sential that this department have trained employees, especially at our 
Sewage Treatment Plant and in our pest control work. However, this 
has been almost out of the question for the past year due to the tremendous 
turnover in our personnel. 

Swill Truck: 

We were very fortunate in obtaining priorities to purchase a very 
badly needed truck for hauling swill to our hog farms. This truck has 
hauled during the last biennium 2,603 loads of swill consisting of 7,135,100 
lbs. 
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Trash Truck: 

We are very mueh in need of a new trash truck, the present equip- 
ment having been purchased in the early part of 1936, and is almost beyond 
repair. This track has hauled during the bieunium 2,004 loads of trash, 
consisting of 5,797,246 lbs. 

Ground Detail: 

Our ground detail, consisting of one employee and nine patients, 
covers the grounds daily, removing trash from the lawns, sweeping the 
streets and sidewalks, improving the reservation, not only from a beaut if i- 
cation standpoint but sanitation as well, 

Svi.VAiJK: 

The Sanitary Department in addition to its regular duties, picks up 
for salvage purposes, paper, iron, aluminum, etc., from the various depart- 
ments throughout the hospital. We recently shipped a carload of waste 
paper salvalged by this Department. 

Nj:\v.u;e Treatment Plant: 

Considerable comment has been made during the past six years con- 
cerning our sewage plant. It has now reached the point where it is im- 
possible to operate the plant without very offensive odors. This can be 
eliminated only through the construction of two additional sludge diges- 
ten and a much larger sedimentation tank. We understand the State 
Board of Health has plans submitted which they have not yet approved. 

1Y.ST CliXTROL: 

Ir has been a rather difficult job controlling vermin and rodents in 
the hospital due to the lack of trained employees. The institution on a 
whole at this writing is in fairly good eonditon. We are now carrying on 
a preventive program in rodent and vermin control, 

SEWING ROOM 
Emma Glass, Supervisor 

Many patients have found the way back to better adjustment, and 
discharge, through employment, in the sewing room, under proper and 
sympathet ic supervision. 

This section has. in addition to the benefits derived by the patients, 
materially aided in keeping low the cost of institutional linen and clothing
